Wilmington Center devastated by fire

WILMINGTON - In the history 
of Wilmington, one key event is 
a turning point, and that is the 
fire of April 13, 1903. Though 
nothing like the fires that swept 
through Boston or Chicago in 
the 1870s, in a sleepy farm town 
like ‘Wilmington, it was big. 

Two large buildings in 
Wilmington Square were com- 
pletely burned and many others 
were damaged. The fire started 
in the blacksmith shop of 
Schamiel _R. McIntosh. 
McIntosh had a complex of 
buildings including a livery sta- 
ble, a paint shop and the black- 
smith shop.

State deficit concerns town officials

WILMINGTON Money for

We did 
our best-te- maintain a strong 
safety net for citizens who may 
find the need to lean on their 
government more rather than 
less during this difficult time.”

quite a few meetings over 
months and we were all quite 
satisfied and all agreed on it.”

“We're helping to control the 
system costs and those savings 
go back to the customer,” said 
Cameron. 

The Cost of Service Study ree- 
ommended a decrease in rates 
for some sectors such as 
schools, streetlights, and indus: 
trial usage. Instead of reducing 
these rates, RMLD froze the 
rates at their current cost and 
used the difference to subsidize 
the projected double-digit 
increases that were recom 
mended for residential cus- 
tomers. Residential customers 
will see a 4.5 percent increase 
instead of the 11 percent 
increase projected by the Cost 
of Service Study. 

Cameron encouraged resi 
dents to look for other cost sav 
ing measures such as_ the 
Appliance Rebate Program, 
which entitles customers who 
purchase Energy Star products 
to bring a receipt to RMLD to 
receive a gift certificate toward 
their energy usage.

“No’” should again rule on 
Ballot Questions on Tuesday,

Area voters will be facing three questions on Election Day. 

The ideas are wrapped in the ideals of their proponents and not 
rooted in reality. 

Issues to get a vote would be (1) to eliminate the state’s person- 
al income tax, (2) almost eliminate the possession of marijuana 
and (3) basically prohibit dog racing 

Just say “no” to all three. 


Question #1 

State Personal Income Tax 

On Question #1, why stop at just eliminating the state income 
tax? Why not all taxes? 

There is a reason: many of our institutions, road networks and 
other state services do play a vital role in our everyday lives. A 
massive, wholesale, mindless quick-cut is not the answer. 
Controlling city and state budgets, like Proposition 2 1/2, makes 
more sense. The enemy is the budget and should be the focus, one 
year at a time. 

In 2000, the Daily Times Chronicle favored the gradual cutback of 
state taxes from 5.75% to 5%. It ended at 5.3%. Gradual cuts are 
more orderly and calculating. 

On #1, a “Yes” vote would cut the state tax rate in half on January 
1, 2009 from 5.3% to 2.65% on Jan. 1, 2010. It's a nice thought - a 
society without taxes - but unrealistic. The public demands ser- 
vices. Local Aid is at stake as are funds for vital line items like 
building schools. The cut would mean a 40% slashing of the state 
budget, or about $13 billion. It will not work. Some $3 billion in 
Local Aid alone would be lost and guess where it will be raised: on 
the property owners in all the cities and towns. 

Like last time, the state legislature would just step in and restore 
the cuts, 


Question #2 

Possession of marijuana 

On #2, it’s all about drugs. Illegal drugs for a society are good, 
right! The “Yes” vote would mean no threat of jail, loss of driver’s 
license, or other real penalties. It would be just like a speeding 
ticket. The threat of a constant user of marijuana, who would then 
start facing stiffer penalties, is remote. Once on the slippery slope, 
it’s a downhill ride all the way - just ask the repeat drunk driver. 

The question would be a first step for society to relax all sub- 
stance laws, like, let it all loose. Alcohol and drugs already are the 
root cause for many of society's evils and a firmer stance - not a 
weaker one - should be encouraged.

poor “fellas.” But all joking 
aside, the feet should not be 
ignored as a contributing factor 
in many different muscu- 
loskeletal conditions. The next 
few columns will be dedicated 
to feet everywhere for they are 
often overlooked. 

When we walk there is a con- 
stant interchange with the feet, 
legs and spine. During walking 
patterns, a.k.a. gait, specific 
muscles are neurologically set 
to either turn on or off, depend- 
ing upon the motion. In this 
way one set of muscles is 
turned on to provide motion 
while their antagonists are 
turned off and vice versa. 

In addition, our thigh bones, 
shins, pelvis, spine and shoul- 
ders all twist. We have an intri- 
cate system of muscles turning 
on and off and bones twisting in 
proper synergy. 

When these functions are per- 
formed properly the stress 
forces are proportionally i- 
pated. When the system is not 
balanced, however, proper bio- 
mechanics go out the window. 

This is when that Physics 
class would come in handy. 

Abnormal walking patterns 
caused by imbalances in the 
body affect the musculoskeletal 
synergy. These affects can be 
far reaching, from sore mus- 
cles and improper spinal and 
pelvis alignment to shoulder 
pain and headaches. 

There are two major phases 
to gait: stance and swing phas- 
es. Stance is defined as the 
interval in which the foot is 
touching the ground, whereas, 
swing is the interval in which 
the foot is not in contact with 
the ground. 

Any alteration in these phases 
on their own may seem 
insignificant, but imagine 
being altered for our average 
20,000 steps a day. That can 
definitely create a tremor in 
“the force.” 

The most common alterations 
with gait include excessive 
pronation or supination. 

Some pronation should natu- 
rally occur during normal

a boil. Take pan off the heat 
and stir in the flour. Return to 
the heat and stir continuously 
until mixture forms a ball, 
about three to five minutes.

Turn the 
zeppoles once or twice, cooking 
until golden and puffed up, 
about 5 minutes,..Drain on 
paper towels. Toss with cinna- 
mon and sugar. Serve immedi- 
ately.

Look to the feet 


walking patterns. The foot 
slightly rolls inward as soon as 
the heel hits the ground to 
when we are midstance to pro- 
vide greater surface contact, 
giving the foot more stability 
and provide additional shock 
absorbtion. However, the foot 
must become rigid to supinate 
slightly as the toe is about to 
take off. 

Excessive pronation of the 
feet occur when the bones of 
the feet drop to a less stable 
position because the arches are 
too weak. This occurrence cre- 
ates a flatter foot, which can 
stretch the arch and create 
greater stress on the foot and 
inner part of the knee as it is 
forced too far towards the 
inside. This foot is too soft and 
unlocked when rigidity is the 
key to pushing the foot off 
towards its next step. 

Supination is the opposite 
action of pronation and refers 
to the outward roll of the foot 
during motion. It allows the 
foot more stability and rigidity 
when the foot is about to push 
off towards the leg swing to 
provide more leverage and sta- 
bility. However, excessive 
supination occurs with high 
arches and the ankle rolls too 
far towards the outside, creat- 
ing more stress on the outside 
of the foot and ankle. Too much 
rigidity and tight arch do not 
allow for the proper absorption 
of shock when the heel and foot 
lands on the ground. 

While both excessive motions 
predispose people to foot pain, 
excessive pronators tend to 
have more knee problems, 
achilles tendonitis, tarsal tun- 
nel disease and shin splints due 
to the excessive medial turn of 
the lower leg and knee. In con- 
trast, excessive supinators tend 
to have more predispositions to 
ankle sprains and injuries due 
to the opposing outer roll of the 
ankle. 

In both cases, the abnormal 
biomechanics can lead to: mus- 
cle imbalances, a lack of coor- 
dination, postural imbalances, 
pelvic and spinal restrictions, 
arch pain and/or heel pain, 
corns and calluses, hip and 
back pain, and shoulder pain. 

How do you know if you have 
either of these issues? Do you 


have excessively high arches or 
have you been told you have 
flat feet? There's your first 
clue. 

Next, look at your shoe wear. 
Grab an old pair of shoes and 
check the wear pattern on the 
bottom of each. Your wear pat- 
tern should be even, if not there 
is an imbalance in gait, creat- 
ing uneven stress on the body. 

Then check the pattern itself. 
The heel strike should be just 
outside of center, continue 
towards the outside of the foot 
at the heel and begin to travel 
towards the big toe, where the 
most wear should end at. Too 
much wear on either side can 
signify imbalances are present. 

Custom orthotics are typically 
recommended to compensate 
for each individual's nuances in 
stance and gait. While store 
bought inserts may help slight- 
ly with shock absorption they 
won't compensate and change 
posture or gait patterns, nor do 
most brands last for long 
lengths of time. 

In addition, Proper stretching 
and strengthening can often

Schools 
spend time educating children 
to make smart choices about 
healthy foods and exercise. 
Most parents —_ encourage 
healthy lifestyles by offering 
balanced meals, offering 


This month marks one year 
since I was sworn in as the first 
woman elected to Congress 
from Massachusetts in 25 
years.

My children were so happy to 
oblige that my daughter could 
no longer lift her candy sack. 
She literally dragged it out to 
the car when it was time to go 
home. They were so proud of 
their bounty and I 
was. ...well...stunned. 

Now think about the mixed 
message there... Those 
employees don’t want the 
candy around (because they 


struggling homeowners. The 
last eight years have demon- 
strated that it is not a question 
of big government or small gov- 
ernment but effective govern- 
ment. 

In addition to the ongoing 
financial crisis we continue to 
face challenges around health 
care, energy, and on a variety 
of international fronts. I was 
proud that the first vote I cast 
after being sworn in one year 
ago was to override the 
President's veto of a bill to give 
more children access to health 
insurance. While we fell short 
of the two-thirds necessary to 
override the President's veto, I 
remain determined to help 
make broad health care cover- 
age for children a reality in the 
next Congress. 

While the high cost of oil has 
recently moderated, gasoline 
and home heating oil continues 
to be a principal concern for 
families throughout our state. I 
supported historic energy legis- 
lation which provides resources 
to alternative and renewable 
energy companies in the Fifth 
District and across the country 
that are developing the technol- 
ogy and products to limit our 
dependence on foreign oil and 
grow green jobs. I have also 
strongly advocated for addi-

won't be able to resist it and 
they’ll eat it and it will make 
them fat) so they tell the kids to 
go take it all home (to try to 
resist it, have it taken away, or 
eat it and get sick or fat)!!! 

So then I started to wonder 
what other unintentional mes- 
sages I was sending out about 
food. One slapped me in the 
face this weekend when my 
daughter was very upset and to 
“fix it” I offered her chocolate. 
Oh, wonderful, I’m creating 
emotional eaters...like me. 
Ugh. When life offers stress or 
sadness...chocolate or ice 
cream can fix , anything! 
(Bring on the dark chocolate! ) 

Food in society often sends 
messages of identity, tradition, 
and even security. My son’s 
second grade journal (last 
year) often linked family events 
and activities to food. Food is a 
part of family tradition and 
identity. My son’s smile and 
bright eyes say that he feels 
secure and loved when he 
speaks of his dad’s homeniade 
lasagna and bread or mom’s 
homemade turkey soup or 
strawberry jam. 

The gluttony of Halloween 
candy seems ironically hollow 


for low-income families who 
simply are not able to heat 
their homes this winter. An 
additional $124 million will be 
made available to 
Massachusetts this coming 
yee 

Growing up on military bases 
across the country and world, I 
understand that there is a long- 
term cost of war and if brave 
men and women are willing to 
put their lives on the line to 
fight for us, providing them 
with the care they need when 
they return is the least we can 
do. That is why I strongly sup- 
ported a G.I. Bill of Rights for 
the 2ist Century, which pro- 
vides a free college education 
to veterans of Iraq and 
Afghanistan, as well as the sin- 
gle largest increase in funding 
for veterans health care and 
benefits in history. 

Knowing that thousands of 
veterans will soon be taki 
advantage of the new GI Bill, I 
introduced bipartisan legisla- 
tion that will help college coun- 
cilors recognize PTSD and 
other mental health wounds 
which may be present among 
veterans returning from Iraq 
and Afghanistan. And, fulfill- 
ing a commitment I made last 
year, one of the members of my 
district staff is dedicated to 
assisting veterans. In addition 
to setting up the Fifth District 
Veterans Advisory Committee,

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social center of Wilmington. 
The Masons met there, and 
when the Wilmington Methodist 
Church was formed, it held its 
first services in Ames Hall. 

Wilmington had no fire 
department and no water sys- 
tem. But it did have telephone 
service. Calls were put through 
to Woburn and Reading for 
help. Woburn sent a horse- 
drawn steamer, which reached 
Wilmington in five minutes, But 
that was not fast enough to stop 
the fire. 

The calls probably went by 
way of Buck Brothers store in 
North Wilmington, where 
Rodney Buck was the operator. 
Before long, Joseph Hill, a 
blacksmith from High Street, 
was on his way at a gallop, with 
a wagon full of shovels and 
hand pumps. Hill was the forest 
fire warden and police chief. He 
passed the Congregational 
Parsonage at Nichols Corner 
(Wildwood Street), where 
Chester Horton and Winifred 
Rice were building a fence. 

“The whole Square is burning 
up!” Hill yelled. Rice and 
Horton dropped their tools and 
arrived in the Square in record 
time. They assisted in taking 
furniture from the Ames home, 
which had caught fire. 

Sparks set fire to other build- 
ings, including the railroad 
depot and Buck Brothers store, 
on the other side of Main 
Street, but the buildings were 
saved. 

‘The fire soon took out the tele- 
phone service, along with the 
trolley car wires. Wilmington at 
the time had two trolley lines. 
Sparks carried across the rail- 
road tracks, setting the grass 
afire. It quickly spread into the 
woods, By this time, practically 


every able-bodied man in town 
was fighting the fires, and 
many le turned their 
attention to the fire in the 
woods. 

The only water supply avail- 
able to fight the fire was a 
small pond on the Hiller estate 
(the pond located in Rotary 
Park), a hundred yards away. It 
was several hours before the 
fire was extinguished. Schamiel 
MclIntosh’s entire complex was 
gone, as was Ames Hall and 
Hudson's Store. 

Prior to the fire 

Wilmington at the turn of the 
century was still a sleepy farm 
town, but was showing signs of 
growth. There were three rail- 
road lines in town, and the 
depot in the Square was always 
busy. Next door to the depot 
was Buck Brothers’ store, 
where George Buck sold gro- 
ceries, along with hay and 
grain. His brother Herbert had 
a store in North Wilmington, a 
business that is carried on 
today as Elia’s. 

Next to Buck’s was the “tin 
shop” of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad. A large, ramshackle 
building, painted gray, it was 
one of many repair shops for 
the railroad. Many Wilmington 
residents worked for the rail- 
road, and there was a round- 
house between Middlesex 
Avenue and Clark Street. 

Opposite the tin shop on 
Church Street was the Hiller 
estate. Drs. France and Henry 
Hiller had come to town in 1875 
and had built an elaborate 
home with many unusual fea- 
tures. By the time of the fire, 
both had died, and the estate 
stood vacant. 

Nearby were two other homes, 
the old home of the White fam- 
ily and that of Joseph Newton

Ames. Mr. Ames was a remark- 
able man, known as the best- 
dressed man in town. A veteran 
character actor, he was for 
many years a merober of the 
Boston Museum _Stock 
Company. 

The White house had been 
built by the Jaques family. 
Mary Louisa White Buzzell was 
born there. She married Dr. 
Daniel Buzzell, and they were 
the parents of Philip Buzzell. 
Mrs. Buzzell designed the house 
that became Cavanaugh’s 
Funeral Home. 

At the corner of Church and 
Main streets stood Ames Hall. 
Downstairs was Hudson’s Store, 
and upstairs was a large meet- 
ing hall. Like several other 
buildings in town, it was owned 
by the Ames estate. 

Occasionally the hall would be 
rented by the Kickapoo Indians, 
who would put on a medicine 
show, delighting youngsters 
and their parents as well. The 
Indians sold an elixir known as 
“Kickapoo Indian Sagwa.” 
Whether it was the curative 
properties or its alcoholic con- 
tent, the concoction sold well. 

The Kickapoos also _per- 
formed dentistry, advertising 
that they could pull teeth pain- 
lessly. George McIntosh once 
had a tooth pulled by one of the 
Kickapoos, and he said it hurt 
terribly. When he complained, 
the Indian said, “It didn’t hurt 
me.” 

The 1903 fire was not the first 
such experience for Mr. 
Hudson. He)had started his 
buSiness in the old railroad 
depot on the southwest corner 
of the square, between Main 
Street and the railroad tracks. 
The railroad depot was on the 
first floor, and Hudson's Store 
faced Main Street on the upper 


received approval to present all 
of the information that they 
used fo make their decision 
along to the Selectmen. 

While Selectmen took no 
action on the item, they sought 
insight from Town Manager 
Caira who described the pas- 


level. Over the door, he had a 
sign that was known far and 
wide. It read, “ New England 
Rum, Tobacco and Nails.” 

In 1890, Mr. Hudson decided to 
move his store across the 
square. He made arrangements 
with Joseph Ames, and began 
to transfer his stock into the 
new store. 

On November 5, Mr. Hudson 
took the train to Boston on busi- 
ness. Shortly after his depar- 
ture, the depot caught fire, 
apparently from a spark from 
the locomotive of that train. 
Mary Louisa Buzzell and 
George McIntosh, who was 
clerking in the store (for 
Hudson’s standard rate of five 
cents an hour) moved the books 
and some of the stock across 
the square, but Mr. Hudson lost 
a considerable amount of stock 
in that fire. 

In grateful appreciation for 
the aid rendered, Mr. Hudson 
and Mrs. Harriet Ames put on 
an oyster supper in Ames Hall, 
with not less than 150 persons 
attending. During the evening, 
two local ministers spoke on 
the need for a fire department 
and better fire control. Rev. 
Elijah Harmon was the minis- 
ter of the Congregational 
Church, and Rev. Thurston was 
the Methodist minister. 

However, it was not until after 
the 1903 fire that Wilmington 
finally organized a fire depart- 
ment, led by Caleb Harriman 
and Charles H. Osbon. A fire 
station was built on Church 
Street, where the newly paved 
Olson Road now runs between 
the post office and the Public 
Buildings building. A second 
fire station was built in North 
Wilmington at Harriman’s 
Tannery.

Aberle takes her first fitness

On October llth, Renee 
Aberle of Wilmington com- 
peted in the Organization of 
Competitive Body Builders 
Cape Cod Natural Figure 
Show. The event took place at 
Cape Cod Community College 
in West Barnstable, MA, and 
there were over 100 contes- 
tants among the male and 
female bodybuilders in the 
figure competition. 

Aberle, 34, competed in her 
second show of her life after 
doing her first competition in 
May of 2007. 

In this competition, she 
placed first among nine other 
contestants in the Figure 
Novice Class Two, which is a 
beginner's class for any con- 
testant that has never won in 
the OCB or any other organi- 
zation before. 

Aberle also competed in the 
Figure Open Class Two, and 
she finished in fourth place 
among eight other women. 
This division is more difficult 
and it is more geared towards 
seasoned competitors as it 
includes people who have 
already won competitions 
before. 

Aberle said that there were 
no easy parts of this event, as 
all aspects of training for this 
competition took hard work 
and determination. 

"It’s very time consuming 
and tiring," said Aberle, a 
WHS graduate of 1992. "I find 
myself exhausted and hungry 
often and getting up at 4 a.m. 
just to do cardio is not my 
idea of fun. Trying to juggle 
my time is quite a chore and 
doing cardio and training 
when I would rather be laying 
on the couch is difficult, The 
absolute hardest part is the 
diet too, especially when I go 
to parties and everyone is eat- 
ing and drinking what they 
want, but I can’t have any of 
it. 

"I have to bring my own food 
to cookouts and birthday par- 
ties since I have to measure 
and weigh everything out as I 
can't just wing it. I eat five 
meals a day about 3.5 to four 
hours apart, so it's also hard 
when I'm hungry and I just 
want to eat something but my 
next meal is not for another 
three hours." 

The event Aberle took part 
in, a figure show, is much 
more different than a body- 
builder's competition. The 
main difference between 
bodybuilding and figure is 
muscle development. 

Bodybuilders must do poses 
to show their muscles and to 
show that they are clearly 
defined. In figure, the judges 
want to see a lightly weight 
trained physique. Figure 
emphasizes muscle tone over 
muscle development. The 
judges are looking more for 
muscle symmetry, which is 
one side of the body resem- 
bling the other. 

Beauty is also a part of what 
the judges look for. Makeup, 
hair, suit selection, skin tone 
as well as how the competi- 
tors present themselves over- 
all are all considered. 

There are two rounds that 
the competitors must take 
part in. The first round is the 
comparison round where the 
athletes line up in stage with 
the others in their class and 
do a series of quarter turns so 
the judges can compare their 
Physique to the othérs. The 
_athletes are required to wear 
a two piece suit and heels. 

he second round is where 
the competitors do a 60 sec- 
ond stage walk by themselves 
While stopping at certain 
points on the stage to pose 


and show their physique. 

Polygraph testing was 
mandatory for all figure com- 
petitors before they competed 
to make sure that nobody was 
using any enhanced-perfor- 
mance . 

Aberle said that she started 
getting involved in figure 
competitions a few years ago 
after the birth of her third 
child. 

"I wanted to regain my pre- 
pregnancy body and lose the 
baby weight that I had 
gained," said Aberle. "I also 
began reading fitness maga- 
zines like Oxygen Magazine 
to get myself started and to 
get exercise advice. What I 
notice in these magazines 
was how these women had 
beautifully shaped muscles 
and tone and how lean they 
were but still remained femi- 
nine and attractive without 
looking like a bodybuilder. 
This is what I wanted to 
achieve for myself.” 

At her first figure show in 
May of 2007, Aberle placed 
fourth in her Novice Class. 
Immediately after her first 
competition, Aberle began 
working with professional 
natural bodybuilder Layne 
Norton to help her improve 
for the Cape Cod Natural 
Figure Show. 

"I knew that I wanted to do 
another show and I also knew 
that if I wanted to place even 
higher the next time that I 
was going to need someone 
more experienced to help me 
make these improvements," 
said Aberle. "I began working 
with Layne this past May, 
twenty-four weeks out from 
this upcoming show." 

Norton, a NGA and an IFPA 
pro natural bodybuilder, set 
Aberle up for specific train- 
ing and cardio protocol, 
which included weight train- 
ing five days a week for about 
an hour or so and hitting each 
body part two times a week. 

"The cardio kept on getting 
increased as I got closer to 
the show and as my weight 
loss stalled," said Aberle. "I 
was up to two hours a day of 
cardio by the time the show 
got here. So this meant I had 
to get up at 4 a.m. just so I 
could get my first hour of car- 
dio done before my husband 
went to work and the kids 
went to school. I had to do the 
other hour and my weights 
later in the day when the kids 
were in school. 

"It’s not easy trying to fit it 
all in especially when you 
have a family that includes 
young kids and I also work 
part time at night. But if you 
want something bad enough 
you find a way to make it 
work even if it means getting 
up at 4 a.m." 

North also gave Aberle a 
strict diet to follow that tells 
her how many carbohydrates, 
protein, and fat she is allowed 
to have on any given day. She 
also must weigh and measure 
out everything and keep track 
of everything she eats. 
Although it may be time con- 
suming, it is necessary so she 
knows what she is taking in 
and where she needs to make 


adjustments. 
Aberle ate five meals a day 
every four hours, and she sent 
pictures to Norton through e- 
mail so he could make any 
changes or adjustments to 
her diet. 
With the help of Norton, 
Aberle lost 17 pounds and is 
in the best shape of her life, 
"I cannot thank him 
for. me so much and 
to answer all 
my questions," said Aberle. "I 
plan on working with him 
during my offseason too so 


that he can help me make 
even more improvements and 
bring my physique to the next 
level. This will help me place 
even higher in the open class 
next year." 

The main reason Aberle 
took part in figure competi- 
tions was to help build better 
assurance in herself, as well 
as to get herself in the best 
shape possible. 

"Besides the physical attrac- 
tion to it, I was also drawn to 
how these women radiated 
self confidence and self 
esteem and the poise they dis- 
played," said Aberle. "These 
were all things that I was 
lacking in and wanted to gain 
as I tend to be very shy and 
reserved and try not to call 
attention to myself. 

"I was hoping I would be 
able to gain all these things 
by taking part in this event. I 
also joined a gym and began 
training with weights and 
doing cardio." 

Aberle had many objectives 
going into this competition, 
and she accomplished every 
one of them. 

"My goals for this show 
were to come in leaner and in 
much better condition than 
previous competitions," said 
Aberle. "I also wanted to 
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make an overall improvement 
and to place higher than last 
year. I did achieve these goals 
but there are still improve- 
ments to be made, such as 
improving my physique and 
hopefully getting a top three 
in the open class next time 
around.” 

Aberle said winning was the 
best part of the entire compe- 
tition. 

"To have all my hard work 
and dedication pay off was 
great," said Aberle. "The feel- 
ing I get when I'm on stage is 
like no other. It's such an 
adrenaline rush for me. I also 
love meeting and talking with 
new people that are just as 
interested in the sport as I 
am. Everyone is often very 
friendly and willing to help 
others out if needed.” 

Aberle, who is a mother of 
two twins which includes 
Ryan and Riana, both 5, and 
Justin, 3, said she would not 
be able to compete in figure 
competitions if it was not for 
the support from her family.

Extra time hurts Wildcats in latest draw

In crazy, and somewhat con- 
troversial fashion, the 
Wilmington High School boys’ 
soccer team ended in a 2-2 tie 
with North Andover in front of 
the home crowd Friday night in 
a huge Cape Ann League clash. 

That tie, came two days after 
Wilmington ended in a 1-1 dead- 
lock with Masconomet, in the 
first of two tremendous con- 
tests. 

Wilmington is now 11-1-4 over- 
all, and have extended its 
unbeaten streak to 15 games. 

Trailing 1-0 just seven min- 
utes into the second half, the 
Wildcats stormed back and 
scored two goals in the game 
against North Andover, the first 
with about eight minutes left in 
the game, and the second with 
what was thought to be about 20 
seconds left. However, North 
Andover came right back after 
the kick-off, marched right 
down the field and scored about 
a minute later, to tie the game 
back up at two. 

Head coach Steve Scanlon 
said he thought there was about 
20 seconds left when Jason 
Pereira made it a 2-1 game, 

“We all had 20 seconds left on 
our watches,” said Scanlon. 
“We get the goal and we had the 
kick-off. Then you see 10, 20, 30 
and 40 seconds go by, the clock 
keeps ticking and they go down 
the field with the ball and 
score, That’s another lesson we 
need to learn. You'll hear this 

, over and over but the two most 
important minutes in a soccer 
game comes after a team 
scores a goal. I thought we got 
a little too excited and we were 
waiting for the time to expire. 

Instead they move the ball 
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right down the field, and out 
around the 18’ yard box, their 
kid puts one home. That came 
with five seconds left on the 
referee’s clock.” 

Scanlon said that the only 
point in the game where the 
time might have been stopped 
is when the referee had a talk 
with one of his players, but the 
referee never signaled that the 
clock was stopped during that 
discussion. 

“L really don’t know where we 
lost the time,” said Scanlon. 
(Assistant coach) Chip (Bruce) 
was off by one second in the 
first half, and then we had 20 
seconds left when Jason 
scored. I don’t know what hap- 
pened, where they had that 
extra time and we were all off 
by that much. And we had two 
real good officials, too.” 

Gott Saenchandi assisted on 
the first goal which was put 
home by Nick Godzyk. He then 
set up Pereira, who pushed the 
‘Cats ahead just for a few sec- 
onds at 2-1 

“We came out very sluggish 
and North Andover really took 
it to us,” said Scanlon. “We took 
some lazy fouls that gave them 
some direct kicks and they just 
missed on several of them. We 
ended the first half 0-0 and I 
thought we played better in the 
second half.” 

Certainly that was the case as 
the ‘Cats scored those two 
goals. 

“When Jason scored that 
goal, everyone was jumping out 
of their skin,” said Scanlon. 

Unfortunately that wasn’t 
enough as North Andover tied 
the game back up with five sec- 
onds to go. 

“It’s disappointing to end like 
that but I like the fight that I 
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saw in my guys,” said Scanlon. 
“We were down 1-0, we were 
having a tough week, we got a 
goal and then we got another 
one with under a minute to go. 
I think that’s all good charac- 
teristics of a good team. And 
North Andover is no slouch of a 
team. They are very good.” 

‘That drama carried over from 
the previous game, held two 
days earlier against Masco. 
The Chieftains scored just 
three minutes into the game, 
before the Wildcats slowly 
started to gain momentum, 
which included outplaying the 
Chieftains for most of the sec- 
ond half. 

“Masco came out like a shot 
out of a cannon,” said Scanlon. 
“We had a real difficult time 
early on controlling their 
speed. They scored three min- 
utes in, and after that I thought 
we bent but didn’t break. We 
started to play better on 
defense and slowly we got back 
into the game. They are 
extremely talented and they 
have some great speed which 
made it tough on us.” 

In the second half, 
Wilmington continued to take 
some things away from Masco, 
and started to control the play. 
In the 49th minute, the ‘Cats got 
on the board. Senior Jason 
Pereira had the ball on the left 
side of the net and made a 
cross to the right. Teammate 
Ryan Kennedy headed the ball 
back towards the center of the 
net where Jon Spurr came fly- 
ing in and headed home the 
game tying goal, on a really 
nice offensive threat.

What will the young men 
remember about losing? Why 
should anyone hold on to that 
memory of a two or three win 
season? 

‘Tewksbury High School foot- 
ball appears headed to what 
many would classify as a dis- 
mal season. With another tough 
loss to Central Catholic Friday 
night and games remaining 
against Billerica, Lowell, 
Dracut and Wilmington, the 
record for the Redmen all but 
goes out the window. 

Now is really a time to look at 
some history and how other 
people dealt with the situation

facing these young men as the 
season peaks to what some peo- 
ple think will be a disappoint- 
ing conclusion. They all should 
think again. There is nothing 
disappointing about giving all 
you have to give no matter 
what the outcome. 

A look back into the Town 
Crier archives says that the 
TMHS football team was riding 
a six game winless streak going 
into that Thanksgiving morn- 
ing game in 1987- that’s five 
losses and one tie. Wilmington 
would finish that season at 1-8- 
1, with Tewksbury coming in at 
24-1 after a 6-0 win over the 
Wildcats that morning. The 
Redmen were 8-2 in 1986, and 
were in the Super Bowl in 1985. 
The Wildcats were a power in

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Friendships and memories come before victories 


numbers and seasons like 1987 
sent Wilmington to the Cape 
Ann League. 

There wasn’t much made of 
the players on the respective 
teams in 1987. Who remembers 
anyone who played on two 
teams with a combined record 
of 3-142? I looked back into the 
archives and couldn't find 
much to remember about that 
football season. Call me guilty 
as charged. I fell right into the 
trap of not looking beyond the 
records at hand. The records 
were there, but there was oh, so 
much more to talk about, even 
today. 

Jay Rideout scored the only 
touchdown for Tewksbury that 
morning. He had been moved to 
wide receiver after struggling 
to play quarterback. He was a 
much better baseball player, 
and would rank number three 
in his class before attending 
Harvard and having a very suc- 
cessful career. 

Tom Aylward was a too-often 
overlooked member of his fam- 
ily, and might that be because 
he played on a team that didn’t 
win, so nobody remembers? 
The guy survived a serious of 
strokes as a child, and then 
went on to live life to its’ 
fullest. And, by the way, he was 
a pretty good football player on 
that team that didn’t win many 


games. 

“Just having Tom play was 
such an emotional thing for 
us,” remembers his coach that 
year, Bob Aylward. “He was a 
strong safety-a ‘striker’ for us, 
and he was a very good player. 
He was all-conference his 
senior year. He was a very big 
hitter.” 

Tom Aylward was an all-con- 
ference player that might be 
looked at in a different light 
had his team won some football 
games. Just surviving to play 
in all of those football games 
should be more than enough. 

Then, there is the young nian, 
Dave Boudreau who replaced 
Rideout at quarterback. 
Boudreau would learn a lot 
through all of those losses that 
season. “David would go on to 
become a great player for 
Tewksbury,” offers Bob 
Aylward. Are you listening 
young Sean Connelly? 

Going into the Chelmsford 
game two weeks ago, this 
Tewksbury team was just a cou- 
ple of defensive stops from 
being 41 on the season. Now, 
the team sits at 2-5 and search- 
es for answers that will make 
some memories and have peo- 
ple talking about the quality of 
the young men involved rather 
than multiple defeats. 
“Sometimes you can use statis- 


ties in your favor. It all comes 
down to attitude and the belief 
in the system,” says Aylward. 
The former head coach at 
TMHS even thought about call- 
ing his alma mater, the 
University of Wyoming, for 
some advice. The once-proud 
Cowboys are struggling with 
one of the worst records and 
seasons in memory. Do you 
think that a former player like 
Aylward would pick up the 
phone if he didn’t think that 
there was something to be 
learned from losing? 
Wilmington High School’s 
football coach in 1987 was Ed 
Harrison, now the school’s 
well-respected director of ath- 
letics. The Wildcats haven't 
done much losing lately, and 
are coming off another exciting 
one-point victory. They are 6-1 
on the season and have a play- 
er in quarterback Steve Stewart 
who carries a tradition of win- 
ning and athleticism in his 
back pocket. It wasn’t always 
that way. 

The quote from my game 
story back in 1987 does say 
something striking about that 
season,’ when there was still 
that lingering tone of ‘what 
happens next with this pro- 
gram?’ I wrote: “Wilmington 
may have to wait until a devel- 
oping Pop Warner program 


of losing football to that point, 
They deserved much more than 
what I gave them that week. It 
was one of those patented 
sports writing pats on the head. 

I should have known better, 
having played on a 26 
‘Tewksbury High School football 
team in 1972 that was remem- 
bered mostly for one-point 
defeats amidst some coaching 
chaos. I should have learned 
something from all those 
Saturdays when my team came 
up empty. Harrison might be 
smarter than me when it comes 
to this learning process. He 
prepared his team to win in 
1987 and learn something even 
with another loss staring it 
right in the face. 

“Every time we took the field 
(in the tough seasons), we 
always told the kids that they 
had an opportunity to win if we 
did certain things. We spent 
most of our time preparing to 
win, When a season isn’t going 
well, it's difficult, but we were 
always upbeat and hoping for 
the best. We were always trying 
to pull something good out of

with historically low approval 
ratings, is how much pity the 
director shows for his sub- 
ject. 

The people who love 
President George W. Bush 
will likely feel the left-of-cen- 
ter Stone has been too harsh 
on their guy, while critics of , 
the president may see it as 
too sympathetic to Bush the 
man, evidence that Stoneh 
has successfully walked the 
tightrope between the two 
camps.

Filling the “Big 
Chair’ in

“For the past fifteen years, 
the Wakefield Fire 
Department has been led by 
Fire Chief David Parr,” notes 
the Wakefield edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle."

“Fire Chief Sullivan was 
born in Wakefield and has 
worked for the Fire 
Department for the past 
twenty-four years. He started 
with the auxiliary Fire 
Department, then in 1994 he 
was promoted to Lieutenant 
and assigned to fire preven- 
tion. By 1999, Sullivan was 
promoted to Captain. Six 
years later, he left his job as 
a fire prevention officer, due 
to budgetary cuts, though ‘I 
would like to refill (that) posi- 
tion as soon as possible, 


Sullivan noted. ‘It’s an 
extremely important posi- 
tion.’ 


“His number one concern, 
however, is the budget. ‘I'm 
concerned, of course. I would 
like to keep the Greenwood 
Station open, though. And if 
things go well, in the fall I 
would like to bring the fire 
safety house back to 
Wakefield’ 

“The fire safety house is a 
trailer that simulates a fire to 
help teach kids what to do in 
an emergency. It is currently 
stationed in Reading. 

“To get prepared for his 
role as acting Fire Chief, 
Sullivan worked very closely 
with Parr, a man he couldn't 
say enough good things 
about. 

“T had seven weeks to 
work with the Chief but he 
was very helpful’ Sullivan 
mentioned. ‘He prepared me 
as much as he could and he 
left me a department in great 


shape that was well orga- 
nized and well trained 
Working with Chief Parr was 
a good learning experience 
and I think it made for a 
smooth transition
